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9. FUNDS FOR CURRENT FISCAL YEAR 


a) I3y Field 

1* Hie Ukrainian newspapers published in Germany have increased their circu- 
lation and are sending large numbers of copies of both newspapers to the USSR to 
official Ukrainian addressee in order to inform the Ukrainian people about the events 
in Hungary and Poland, as experience in the past has shown, these newspapers, when 
sent to official institutions or officially known people, have a pretty fair chance of 
reaching the addressees. In addition to the regular political activities, the members 
of the group are preparing material for the next issue of the English language publi- 
cation. They also are preparing for meetings with the other Ukrainian factions and 
groups in Qerraaay. 


!• Broadcasts through PTREX are continuing and scripts reflect the current 
events. The analysis of the political situation presented by the scripte emphasizes 
the revolts in satellites and the events that took place in Hungary and Poland. 

2. Public meetings organized in cooperation with the Ukrainian Congressional 
Committee are continuing to take place in various cities in the United States and Canada. 
The minutes of the meeting and the political propaganda resulting therefrom will be 
recorded and presented to ®J0 for the purpose of publicising the plight of the Ukrainian 
nationals in the USSR. 

3. The Ukrainian group in Radio Naoional has been incorporated in the opera- 
tional facilltiesof Prolog Associates in New York end receives a steady flow of material 
for the preparation of scripts. 

It. The report of the Ukrainian affiliation of Prolog Associates in Melbourne 
has been submitted concerning the plans originated by the group for the purpose of 
anti-Soviet propaganda directed towards the Soviets and especially Ukrainian personnel 
of the Soviet Olympic team in Australia. This report offers an ambitious program of 
contacts and concerts for the purpose of establishing friendly relation ship with 
individual me nbers of the group. On all tire se occasions, the books supplied by Prolog 
Associates will be put on display. 
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5* Cm tact with the Argentinian representative of Prolog Associates 
i» continuing for the purpose of general information as to the Soviet 
activities in their area, the repatriation drive started by the ilSSB at the 
presen t tins has almost completely died down, 

$» A proposal mads by Prolog associates concerning the broadcast 
to the Par East is under consideration by Headquarters, and negotiations 
are being conducted through SP/S with FE Division, 

7* The program of sending food packages to some of the associates 
of former meshere of UHVR has been formulated and a project under the 
sponsorship of DOB has been approved, 

8, Prolog Associates are working on establishing worldwide contact 
for the purpose of starting the mailing campaign of emigre news bulletins 
to Soviet institutions and officially-knowi Soviet individuals . Samples of 
such news bulletins have been submitted by Prolog Associates and the entire 
project at the present time is in the state of planning. This project 
offers a great possibility of effective propaganda through the normal mall 
channels, 

9* the activities of ih® St, %ail Order in Warsaw and the contact 
available to AECAS SOWAEY/ 2 for the purpose of collection of information are 
being considered, and in this connection certain matters pertinent to die 
influence of die Creek Orthodox and the Oreek Catholic lurches are being 
considered for practical utilisation, 

10* The reorganisation of Prolog Associates into a legal entity 
incorporated under the laws of the Stats of Hew York has taken place and 
a Certificate of Incorporation has been issued to Prolog Associates,
